NO EETUBN OF VODKA 

Russia has beuu "dry" since the rescript of the Czar ))aiiucd tlic 
manufacture and sale of the national drink, which was also a gov- 
emment monopoly and produced enormous revenue. No oae under- 
stood better than Nicholas Romanolf that in tlic Kiissa Japanese war 
Russia drunk lost in lier struggle with Japan sober. There could 
have been but one issue to that conflict but for the ravages of Vodka. 

Recently the newapapera haVe carried prominently the story that 
the Soviet government, out of respect for the revenue, have decreed 
the returu of strong drink, and many editors have commented .at 
length upon dispatches which they did not wait to t oufiriu. Like so 
much of the "news" from Russia and the border states, it seems now 
that thia item is withent foundiition in fact. There is to be no return 
of vodka. To those who have watched the Soviet authoriites closely 
it seemed unlikely that the report which has been 'sent broadcaHt 
could be true. There comes firom London the following statenunt, 
tucked neatly away on the very inside of one of the New York papers 
that most gleefully announced the rehabilitation of the vodka in- 
dustry : 

"The Russian trade delegation stated today it had been author- 
iced to say that the recent report from Moscow that the Soviet gov- 
ernment waa preparing >o auUiorike the sale of vodka was a "pure 
mvention'." 

There are many who will devohtly hope that this may be true, 
and that Rusaia will not add to he^ many other woes, wounds, and 
sorrows those of drink. What the Revolution would have been had 

Russia been saturated with vodka as she was before the war even 
the most vivid imagination must fail to visualize. Dante himself 
could hardly have pauited a picture of the inferno which would have 
followed. 

It is interesting, in this connection, for Americans to reflect upon 
the situation which might have developed in the United States during 
the post-war and reconstruction period with its business depression, 
unemployment, and industrial strife and social confusion if the sa- 
loon bad flourished in every state and drink had flowed freely as 
in the old days. 

TBX TRIUMPH OF CHAMPOLUOM 

The French have been celebrating the aehi( viiucnt of Ji an 
Champolliou, the celebrated Egyptologist, who one hundred ysars 
ago succeeded in deciphering the inscription on the Rosetta Stone, 
which was discovered in 1799 by Boussard, a French officer, in the 
trendies near Hosetta, and which is now in the British Museum. 

, Champolliou began to study the stone when eleven years of age, 
and at nineteen solved the problem which much older and more ex- 
perienced investigators had failed to do. The Rosetta Stone inscrip- 
tion, when read, gave the key to the hierloglyphio wi'itinjfs of P't,'ypt 
which had baffled the scholars completely. It contains a ilecree of 
the Egyption priesthood, dated Slarch 27, 195 D. C, providing that 
Ptolemy V shall have his statue placed in the sanctuary of eveiy 
temple, ami that divine honors shall be paid to him because of the 
benefits which lie has conferred upon his country and u]>on religion. 

The inscription is bilingual, appearing in hieroglyphics, in 
demotic writing, and in Greek, and Champollion on the theory that 
the three inscriptions were one and the s;unP identified in t^e two 
unknown ^languages the letters corresponding to the Greek, with 
which he was familiar. 

In other words the Greek translation of this decree gave schularH 
the clew to the innumerable records of an ancient Egyptian civiliza- 
tion, and enabled them to reconstruct the past with wonderful results, 
so that we are ecquainted with the history of the Nile vailed through- 
out a period of thousands of years before the beginning of the Chris- 
tian era. 

The i)atieuee and jiersisteuee and acumen of Champollion well 
deserve world-wide recognition, and his example should be lllipiring 
to every boy. who wants to make a 8iueeaa.of his life.

At the iirosent 
time a total of 401 Kentucky farmers 
have jointed llio canipaigu, these farm-
